The  most  urgent  matter  which  has  affected  the  public 
health  during  1939  was  the  condition  of  the  water  supplied  by  the 
Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks  Board  to  the  Urban  District 
of  Heckmondwike.  The  Ministry  of  Health,  is  in  possession  of  a 
special  report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  a Resolution 
or  the  Heckmondwike  Urban  District  Council  concerning  the  water 
supply.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  this 
supply  is  still  not  satisfactory. 

No  special  matters  have  arisen  from,  or  are  connected 
with  the  war,  from  the  public  health  standpoint c 

Cases  of  notified  and  non-notified  infectious  diseases 
have  been  fewer  in  number. 

No  new  measures  for  Maternity  & Child  Welfare  have  been 

adopted. 

The  health  of  the  district  during  1939  was  generally
